From tho London Mvllt 
Tho battle 
of 
Omdurman 
has 
been called the event of the nine 
teenth 
century 
By its 
outoome 
the powor of tho 
Dervishes 
has 
been 
broken 
in 
Egypt 
forever 
t he grtut faot has 
boen rocurded 
in tho cable dispatohes 
but it has 
been reserved tor

war correspondent of tho London 
Aluil to give tho following magnifi 
font description of this lustdesper 
te stand 
made 
by 
tho 
valiunt 
lunatics against the invincible pow 
or 
of tho western 
world 
Light 
stole quickly into the sky 
behind 
us thero 
was no sound from 
the 
plains or hills beforo us 
there wao 
burdly a sound from our own line 
Everybody 
was very 
silent 
but 
Very curious 
Woula 
they be 
so 
maa as to come out and run their 
heads into our lire 
It seoraod 
be 
vond hoping 
for 
yet 
certainly 
they had been full of war tho day 
betore 
But most of us wero bx 
pouting instantly tho order 
to ad 
ranee on Omdurman 
A trooper rose out of the dimness 
from behind tho shoulder of Gobol 
ouigham 
giew larger and plainer 
spurred violently up to the lino and 
inside 
A couplo 
more wore sil 
houetted across our front 
Then 
iho electric whisper 
came racing 
down 
the 
line 
thoy 
were com 
ing 
Tho lancets came 
in on the 
lelt tho Egyptian mounted 
troops 
dmw like a curtain across us 
from 
left to 
As they 
passed a 
dicker of 
flags began to ex 
tend and fill the front in thoir place 
The noise of something

c teep in upon us 
it cleared and 
divided into tho tap of drums and 
the fur away surf of 
war 
cries

shiver

expectancy 
thrilled along our army 
and then 
a sigh of content 
They wero com 
ing on 
Allah
